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THE GENEALOGIST AND THE LIBRARIAN

Occasionally a librarian, who is the director of a large and important genealogical col- 
lection, is asked to address a genealogical society, or a historical association which has 
given genealogy a place on its program. He usually stresses the value of genealogy - to the 
lawyer in settling estates, to the historian in his study of a particular personage, and to 
the individual who needs a hobby or wants to know more about his ancestors. Then he remarks 
upon the many gifts of genealogical groups to libraries; deplores the destruction of valua- 
ble family papers; gives some genuine advice to the amateur and ends with a plea for greater 
accuracy and more scientific methods in genealogical research. His words are read or heard 
by an audience which usually includes many librarians who are constantly on the alert for 
help in solving the problems attendant upon proper reference service in this field. 

I believe that genealogists in general are convinced that librarians are their friends, 
and certainly most conscientious librarians regard the seasoned genealogist as a serious 
worker, and are as pleased to give guidance to him as to any other patron. However, the in- 
terpretation of the word guidance is important. It does not mean automatically placing be- 
fore the inquirer all of the material needed for preparing a family history or filling out 
an application for membership in a patriotic society, but on the other hand, it means direct- 
ing the searcher's attention to the resources of that library, and to those of other libra- 
ries; instructing him in the use of the catalog and, if a beginner, insisting upon his mak- 
ing a thorough study of method books, written by well-known genealogists who combine inter- 
esting advice with definite principles for acquiring proficiency. he librarian's task is as- 
sembling materials, cataloging and indexing them. Then, the genealogist takes over. After 
all, his chief enjoyment comes from developing his detective talent and doing his own work. 

Fortunate is the librarian whose genealogy patrons come with well organized note-books of 
accurate family information, gathered from their older relatives, or from documents and fam- 
ily Bibles. It is helpful also if these patrons have an aptitude for research, a critical 
sense which enables them to distinguish between good and poor genealogical writing; if they 
know what are original records, and where to consult them in state, county and town; if they 
carefully note authors, titles, editions, volumes and pages of the sources they use, and ex- 
ercise reason before accepting dates, ages and sequence of children, as well as other facts 
given in published genealogical works, and if they recognize that books are merely guides to 
be used along with records gathered from extensive field work. The search should continue to 
cemeteries; to distant localities in which ancestors have lived; to churches; to official 
depositories; and to homes of hundreds of relatives previously unknown. 

An active genealogical group, such as the Detroit Society for Genealogical Research, does 
much to establish high standards of research and organization of material, and by emphasiz- 
ing constantly the satisfaction of learning history by tracing the connections of one's an- 
cestors with specific events, it attracts new members. A workshop on methods of research, 
such as has been planned by the Society, is an admirable project and should be a boon to 
both the beginner genealogist and the librarian. Communities owe much to the amateurs who 
develop into near professionals. Their gift compilations, published or in manuscript form, 
add materially to the resources of many libraries. 

The large genealogical collections of this country, such as those in public, private, 
historical or genealogical society libraries of Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Washington, 
Detroit, Chicago and Salt Lake City, serve a constantly growing public which has taken up 
genealogy &s an avocation, and as surely as a bond unites the genealogists of the world, a 
common purpose is held by the librarians of these collections. All of them aspire to more 
complete resources and the acquisition of every dependable genealogical work in the original 
if possible, or in microfilm, photostat or transcript form. Often it is the genealogist who 
provides the clue for obtaining these. May this pleasant cooperation between the genealo- 
gist and the librarian continue! 
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THE PICNIC MEETING of June last was as usual an all-relaxed, busy-talking demonstration of 
the friendships engendered by a common effort and interest. Failing to get a date at the 
Community Center in River Rouge Park, lir. and lirs. M- E. Beamer, young relatives of our 
Social Chairman, Miss Hathaway, hospitably offered their home for this gathering. With the 
fine weather cooperating, fifty-six persons attended. Among the out-of-town members were 
Mir. and Mrs. MaWhinney from Flint, the Austins from Ypsilanti and many others from Ann Arbor, 
Royal Oak and Lincoln Park. 


THE SEPTEMBER MEETING was featured by annual reports, installation of officers, and the gen- 
uine pleasure of the members at being together once more- Summer vacations with genealogi- 
cal results and historical inspiration provided the general topic. Mr. McFee told of visit- 
ing the Coolidge home in Massachusetts and the close, careful look necessary to distinguish 
the simple slab tombstone of our late President, as it stood in the row with its fellows on 
the steep New England hillside. This touched off discussion of other presidents and other 
tombs. Mr. Chase told of his work in arranging for the meeting of the Woolcott Family Re- 
union at the Dearborn Inn during the summer. Urs. Osborn told of the work she and Dr. 
Searle are doing in copying the 1850 Census of Washtenaw Co. Iiich. Notable among the reports 
was that of irs. Wentink, who reported an encouraging number of subscriptions to the ten- 
year index. 


WORK SHOP sessions have been announced by lir. Blount, program chairman, to convene an hour 
earlier than the regular meeting- The genealogical sources and problems of one state will 
be discussed at each session. State to be considered will be announced at prior meeting. 


GIFTS TO THE BURTON COLLECTION. Customarily, we have listed once a year, the gifts that 
members of the Society have made to the Burton Historical Collection. We can scarcely imag- 
ine our Society existing without the Burton Collection and it is a pleasant thing to record 
the increasing thought that our members are taking to add to that magnificent library. This 
year we can list only the names of the donors, since the aggregate gift of the membership is 
too great for our space- There were one hundred thirty nine separate gifts which varied 
from one clipping to whole collections of them, books, manuscripts, pictures, indexes, maga- 
zines and pamphlets. This being a centenniel year for a number of liichigan communities, 
several members sent in pamphlets celebrating these events. Among these were Mrs. Whelan of 
Tecumseh, Mich. and lirs. Potter of Pinckney. Mrs. Stutsman and lirs. DeBoos made and gave 
indexes to material already in the library. kr. Warren Packer sent his compilation "A Short 
History of the Family of Philip Packer" which extended to one hundred ten pages with added 
index.

THE ANCESTRY AND OFFSPRING OF JOHN HUNT 
of Watertown, Massachusetts

First Generation 





ENOCH HUNT, a blacksmith, came to America from a place called Titenden, in the parish of Lee, 
about two miles distant from Wendover in Bucks County, England and settled at Weymouth, Mass. 
He was accompanied by his eldest son, Ephraim. Enoch Hunt married Mrs. Dorothy Barker, a 
widow with three children, Joseph, Susanna and Robert, and by this marriage had a daughter 
named Sarah, born in Weymouth, July 4, 1640. This daughter was a deaf mte and married on 
the Ist Aug. 1661, Mathew Pratt, who was also a deaf mute and both were nearly speechless. 
They had issue six children 

Enoch revisited England after 1645 and died there- Dorothy afterwards married John King, 
mariner, and died testate in 1652. About the time of her death, administration de bonis non, 
was granted on the estate of Enoch Hunt to his son Ephraim, whereby it would appear that the 
father had been some time dead.

Second Generation 





EPHRAIM HUNT, the "eldest® son of Enoch was born in England about 1610. He practiced the 
same art as did his father. He is described as a blacksmith and is called in one place 
"Sergeant." In a wilderness surrounded by possible savages, the early settlers doubtless 
valued and respected a brave soldier and a skillful smith. He married twice. 
lst - Anne Richards dau. of Thomas and Welthean Richards of Weymouth and sister of 
John Richards of Boston- Children: 
Thomas, be 1649; d. 1722 
Ephraim b- 1654; d. abt. 27 June 1722 
John, b. 1654; d. 18 March 1724 
2nd -— Ebbet Brimsmead, dau. of William Brimsmead. Children: 
William, b. 1655; d. 7 Jan. 1727 
Enoch, b. 29 March 1658; d. 22 Oct. 1707 
Joseph, b. 18 May 1670; d. 18 Jan. 1717/18 
Ephraim Hunt died 22 Feb. 1687 at 77. His gravestone is still visible in Weymouth and his 
will is on record in Suffolk Registry of Probate, Lib. XI, vol. 83. 

Ebbet Hunt, widow of Ephraim, survived her husband twenty one years. Her will is on rec- 
ord, Suffolk Prob. Rec- XVII, 363. It is dated 23 April 1708, with no record of its probate. 
By these wills and the other records referred to, it appears that Ephraim lived long in 

Weymouth; that his industry brought him wealth, houses, lands, cattle etc., that at his 
death in 1687 he made provision for his widow and all his sons; that he had given them prop- 
erty before his death; that he settled on each a piece of land in Boston with other property 
real and personal; and that the eldest son Thomas had a larger share than the others accord- 
ing to the customs of that day- He made ample provision for his widow's maintenance upon 
the homestead at Weymouth and endeavored to make it a matter of interest, as well as duty, 
that his children should treat her with kindness and deference. 

It further appears that Ebbet resided during the last part of her life with her youngest 
son, who had removed to Milton; that she died there; that she had given largely of her prop- 
erty to her son Williem in her life time and bestowed the greater part of the residue on 
Joseph at her death. 





Third Generation - Sons of Ephraim Hunt 





THOMAS HUNT, b. 1648, removed to Boston and was admitted a member of the Second Church 7 
Nov. 1680; admitted freeman in 1684 and was selectman in 1698. He is described as an anchor 
smith and was a member of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery, 1685, with rank of Captain. 
He married lst Judith Torrey who d. 18 Oct- 1693 ae 38; 2nd Susanna Saxton 21 June 1694; and 
3rd, 17th Nov. 1709, Rachel Packer, widow of Thos. P., dau. of Thos. Moore. Children: 
Thomas b- 11 Nov. 1674; probably died early, before 1679. 
John b- 1676? 
Ephraim b. 17 Apr. 1677; d. young 
Anne b.. 11 May 1679; mar. lst, 1703 Peter Coffin; 2nd, 1715, Jeremiah Cushing; 
3rd 1723 John Roberts. 
Ephraim b.- 17 Feb. 1681; d. 1749. 
Elizabeth b. 21 Dec. 1686; d. young. 
Elizabeth b. 4 Jan. 1688; mar. Paul Farmer. 
Samuel b- 9 Feb. 1689; d. 1774 leaving issue. 
Mary b. 28 Aug- 1692; mar. lst, 1713, John Langdon; 2nd, 1722, Joseph Procter. 
Ebenezer (by second wife) b. 13 Oct. 1695. 
By a deed of the other survivors to their brother John in 1724, we learn who outlived their 
father, viz-: John "Merchant," Boston; Ephraim, "blacksmith"; Samuel, "shipwright"; Ebenezer, 
"Merchant"; Anne, Elizabeth, and Mary. The well of Welthean Richards mentions two children 
in 1679. The gravestones of Thomas and his first wife Judith, are standing in the cemetery 
on Copp's Hill. His epitaph runs thus;

EPHRAIM HUNT, Esquire, of Weymouth was a member of the Council from 1703 till his death; rep- 
resentative to the General Court five times from 1689 to 1692; was admitted freeman 1671; 
rose in the military to the rank of Colonel and was justice of the peace. The twon of Ash- 
field, Franklin Co., Mass- was granted to him as a compensation for his services in the Can- 
ada expedition of 1690. It was originally called Huntstown and was conveyed to his heirs 
46 years after and settled by a few families in 1742; it was incorporated in 1764. He mar- 
ried in 1679Johanna Alcock, dau. of Dr. John Alcock of Roxbury. She outlived him and died 
at Dartmouth at the house of her son, 20 March 1746 ae 87. Ephraim's funeral took place 29 
June 1713. By the Weymouth records his children were;

These are all the children mentioned in the Weymouth records, but by the records of the set- 
tlement of their father's estate we discover the names of the following daughters: 

Johanna, dead in 1719 with issue. 

Elizabeth, mar. Lemuel Pope of Dartmouth, 4 Feb. 1719 and died 2 July 1782 ae 84. 

Sarah, mar. John Holbrook. 





Mercy, mar. Rev. R. Pierce of Dartmouth, 4 June 1733. 
In that settlement Samuel is declared to be the eldest son and as John is also mentioned, I 
infer that the John born 1679 must have died in infancy and another child, born between Sam- 
uel and Peter, received the same name, whose birth is not on record. Elizabeth's age at 
death makes her born in 1698, next to Thomas; as the daughters Sarah and Mercy are mentioned 
in the settlement before Ephraim, it is fair to infer thery were older than he. There seems 
to be no place for Johanna except between Samuel and Peter. 

Rev. Samuel Hunt was the first settled clergyman at Dartmouth, Mass. He married --- Pope 
and had issue. William Hunt married Sarah Holbrook 17 Sept. 1713 and lived in Weymouth. 
Ebenezer Hunt married, lst, in 1718, Mary Lovell and 2nd, Bathrick Adams, aunt of Pres. John 
Adams. He lived in Weymouth. Thomas Hunt married, Elizabeth Reed 19 Dec. 1717 and lived in 
weymouth. 

Col. Ephraim Hunt was one of the council convened to settle the differences between Rev. 
UM. Parris and the church in Salem Village arising from Parris' participation in the persecu- 
tion of persons charged with witchcraft 3 Apr. 1695.

JOHN HUNT lived in Weymouth and was a blacksmith. He married 19 Oct. 1686, Ruth Quincy dau. 
of Edmund Quincy of Braintree. He was a captain and took part in the expedition against 
Port Royal N- S- in 1707. John and Ruth Hunt had the following children:

John Richards in his will, 1694, mentions a daughter whose place would probably come between 
Daniel and Josiah. Capt. John Hunt died 18 liarch 1724. Judge Sewall calls him "an honest 
man and solid Christian.” His will dated 7 Apr. 1723 mentions all the sons but no daughter. 
The sons divided the estate in.1724. His widow was taken care of by her son Josiah and by 
her will she made him her sole heir in 1748.

WILLIAM HUNT was born in 1655. He married liary Bradford, grand-daughter of Gov. Wm. Brad- 
ford of Plymouth and Alice (Richards) Bradford. The records of births in Weymouth give the

it appears that he sold his estate in Milton to his brother Joseph in 1697 and removed to 
Chilmack on Martha's Vineyard where he purchased land the same year. 

His wife died 10 Oct. 1720 ae 52 4 and he followed her 7 Jan. 1727 ae about 73. His 
daughter married ----Knowles and had issue. His son William married Jane Tilton 2 June 1718 
by whom he had one son Samuel and five daughters. After the death of his wife Jane in 1732 
the son William married Hannah Mayhew who died in 1748 and thereafter he married Mrs. Sarah 
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Bradford, widow of Samuel Bradford (nephew of William Bradford) who survived him. William, 
the son, died in 1769 ae 76. His son Samuel married Lois Mayhew 7 Jan. 1747 and removed be- 
fore 1769 to Liverpool, N-Scotia and there died leaving a son Ephraim, and perhaps other is- 
sue. The name is extinct in Chilmack.

ENOCH HUNT, b. 1658- He removed to hiilton where he owned a farm and tilled it~. Probably he 
had no issue. As he died before his mother, Ebbet, no mention of him is made in her will. 
Administration on his estate was granted to his brother Joseph, 1 Aug. 1707. The inventory 
exhibits his personal property valued at L4 and his real estate at L150. (See Suffolk Prob. 
Rec. XVI, 311; Ib- XVII, 351.) 


JOSEPH HUNT, b- 1670. He removed to ijilton about 1697 having bought the estate of William 
there. His wife's name was Margaret. We find evidence of the following children:

Joseph, farmer in ililton; b- 1696; d- 28 July 1775; twice married; issue, ten children. 
Alexander, shipwright, Boston; b- 15 Jan. 1698/9; d. 1762; married Mary Wier, 1724;

Jane, b- 29 Jul. 1704; mar. Moses Hayden, 9 liar. 1721. 
Brimsmead of Kilton; b. 7 Oct. 1708; d. 1802; twice married; issue ten children. 
Mary, b. 12 Aug. 1712; mar. Joshua Phillips, 13 Oct. 1730.

JOHN HUNT was a merchant of Boston and married 14 June 1711, Rebecca Shrimpton. He was cap- 
tain of the Ancient and Honorable artillery Co. in 1709. Children:

Anne, b. 26 Apr. 1713; bap. 3 ay 1713; d- Sept. 9, 1714.

John, be 13 Nov. 1715; HC 1734; d. 29 May 1784; mar. 1739, Sarah Wendell, dau of John 

Wendell; issue, three or more children. 

Thomas, be 21 Jan. 1717; d. young. 

Anne, b- 9 Jan 1719; did not survive father. 

Elizabeth, b- 17--; mar. lst Jacob Wendell, HC 1733, 9 Dec. 1736; mar. 2nd Rev. Thomas 

Smith HC 1725. 
Shrimpton, b.- 17 Oct. 1722; d- 1790; mar. lst. Oct. 1743, Margaret Cook; mar. 2nd. 8 
Nov. 1771 Elizabeth Fairfield; had thirteen children. 

Thomas, b. 21 Nov. 1723; merchant; d- single 1757. 
John Hunt owned lands on Milk, Kirby, Ann, Friend and Fairover Streets; also on King and 
Queen Streets. Proceedings were had in Probate Court and dower assigned his widow in 1748. 
His estate was finally settled in 1753 and he was a wealthy man for those days. We infer 
the time of his death to have been 1747 or 8.

Thomas Shier (Charles 5, Henry 4, Henry 3, Henry 2, Adam 1) b- Aug. 4, 1846, on farm two- 
and-one-half miles south of Ypsilanti, on the river road to Rawsonville, Mich.; d. Apr. 3, 
1929, Mitchell, Nebr.; m. Oct. 20, 1869, Ypsilanti, Ettie Cheney, b. --- 1848, Brockport, 
N.Y-; d- Feb. 29, 1928, Mitchell, Nebr. They went to Minnesota, in 1869, when Thomas was 
twenty-three years of age, to face the hard condition of pioneer life. He farmed for a- 
while near Redwood Falls; later, moved to Winona, Minn- All the troubles and tribulations 
of frontier life were theirs. They worked hard to get their crops in, saw them go green 
and promising, only to have the grasshoppers come, in clouds, to eat every living plant. 
Another year, it was the hot, dry winds; still another, the locusts came and when they 
flew away the crops were destroyed. In the early days, Indians threatened. Thomas and 
his family lived at Redwood Falls thirteen years, at Winona twenty-five years. They re- 
turned to Michigan for several years, lived at Torrington, Wyo., four years. The final 
eleven years of Thomas! life were spent in Mitchell, Nebr. Mr. Shier was a reserved man; 
close friends, during the Nebraska decade, included two lawyers, a doctor, a minister and 
@ grocer. He outlived all but one. Urs. Shier made many friends, was active in church 
work and in the women's clubs. Until three weeks before her death, at eighty, she enjoy- 
ed correspondence, reading and friends. Mr. Shier was a life-long Republican. Both were 
members of the iiethodist Episcopal church. His children remember Thomas as a devoted fa- 
ther and a loyal friend.

Edward with his parents 
and younger brother went to Kansas, in 1872, when five years old. They settled on a home- 
stead ten miles south of Solomon, in Saline Co., Kans. His brother, George, later owned 
the farm. Grandfather George Krauskopf Shier, and younger son, John (father of Rev. Al- 
bert Lee Shier) soon joined them. The grandfather and his sister, Julia, who had always 
lived with him, died within a week of each other and are buried in Poheta Cemetery, Hol- 
land Twp-, Dickenson Co-, Kansas, one mile from the Shier homestead. Edward's uncles, 
Will, Frank and John returned to Michigan. His father, Henry Tice Shier, was an elder in 
the Presbyterian church for many years. Edward grew to manhood on the farm. When twenty 
one he began farming for himself. Three years later, he sold his farm and property and 
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spent the next seven years in college, preparing for the ministry. He studied at Salina 


(Kans.) Normal College and the College of Emporia (Kans.) three years. The next two years 
he was a student at LicCormick Theological Seminary, Chicago; two years of advanced work in 
Anselmo Presbyterian Seminary, Sam Francisco, Calif., completed his studies. He was ordain- 
ed at the Presbyterian Church of Centerville, Calif., in 1898, where he served as pastor two 
years. The next nine years, he was pastor at Eureka, Calif. He was pastor at Scotia, 1909- 
1911; Dinuba, 1911-1915; Fellows, 1916-17; Eureka, 1917-1918; Scotia, 1918-1920; Paradise, 
1920-1922; Redding, 1922-27; San Francisco, 1927-1930; Oakland, 1930-32. Thereafter, he was 
in churches at Loomis and Paradise. During World War I, he organized a small sawmill which 
provided timber for urgently needed ships. Rev. Shier was twice appointed to churches at 
Eureka, Scotia and Paradise. During his final years, he served in the churches at Loomis 
and Paradise. JI1l health obliged him to relinquish his duties, at Loomis in Jan., 1945. At 
the time of his death, Rev. Shier had been pastor of Craig liemorial Church, in Paradise, for 
nine years. His full ministry had been devoted to churches in California. At the age of 
seventy-eight, he operated a seven-acre fruit farm, in addition to his church work. He 
preached his final sermon Dec. 9, 1945, twelve days before his death, Dec. 21, when he suf- 
fered a slight stroke. 

Recognition for his many years of church work brought him election to various district 
offices of both the Presbyterian and Congregational churches. In addition to his ministry, 
Rev. Shier took an active interest in all civic affairs. He was chairman of the directors 
of the Paradise Irrigation District, Butte Co., Calif., 1934-1944, and a member of the Para- 
dise Farm Bureau. Until the end of his useful life, “he was an active man and took a keen 
interest in the present." Services were read at Craig :iemorial Church, by Rev. W. H. L. 
Marshall and Dr. Harley Gill. Burial was in Paradise Cemetery. 

Mrs. Shier was educated at Salina (Kans-) Normal and taught school at Placerville, Calif. 
Since the death of Rev. Shier, she has made her home with her daughters, lirs. H.W. Lewis, 
Durham, and Frances at Port Chicago, Calif. 

Rev. and lirs. Shier were the parents of seven children, all of them musical. Three of the 
daughters taught music in the public schools of California. All survive their father.

She had 
been stolen, by them, during a raid into Kentucky, when a small child. She died in Michi- 
‘an, probably at the family home. Alex Harrow, first of the family to come to Michigan, 
was the only son of John Harrow, of Newburgh, Scotland, who was active in the salmon fish- 
6 industry. As an only son, Alex was "bred to the law." He was a widower with three 
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children, at the age of twenty. He left his children with a brother-in-law, James Murray 


of Stonehaven, in Kineardineshire, and came to Quebec, Canada. John's will, executed June 
27, 1775, left his property, equally, to Alex and his two sisters, Lispeth and Agnes. In 
Sept., 1775, Alex entered the British Navy in Canada; he was made lieutenant of an armed 
Ship, Oct. 10, 1775, in the defense of Quebec. As superintendent of the gunboats, he pur- 
sued the American withdrawal through Lake Champlain and the Sorel River. In the spring of 
1777, he came to the Upper Lakes, as lieutenant of naval services. In the fall of the 
same year, he returned to Quebec and was commissioned Lt-~ Commander in the Naval Armaments 
of the Lakes, and, from time to time, during the remainder of his life was a resident of 
Michigan. Aug. 27, 1779, Lieut. Harrow was placed in charge of the sloop, Welcome, one of 
the fleet of the British on the Upper Lakes, under Commodore Alex Grant, a countryman of 
Harrow. The Welcome plied between Mackinac and Detroit. In 1796, Lieut. Harrow ordered 
books, furniture, a carriage and saddle horse from Britian. From his log-books and jour- 
nals, detailed orders for goods, Alex Harrow appears to have been a man of ability and ed- 
ucation. In 1794, Lieut- Harrow purchased 14,400 acres on the American shore of the St. 
Clair River, north of the present site of Algonac. The "Big House" and the tract of land 
were named Newburgh in honor of his boyhood home. In 1795, the family moved onto the es- 
tate and Lieut. Harrow resigned his Naval commission, in November of the same year. When 
the Americans took Detroit, July 11, 1796, Harrow came under the jurisdiction of American 
courts and officials. His journal records his dining with Col. Hamtramck. 

From 1796, and during the remainder of his life, he lived at Newburgh with his second 
wife, Catherine (Kitty, in the journals) and his five children: John, George,James, Cath- 
erine and Mary. James died, unmarried, before 1825. An inventory of Alex's property, by 
the probate court, at Detroit, included the land, ilansion House, out-buildings, brick dis- 
tillery, eleven guns, two swords, silver and pewter, twenty-four books, some of them in 
yrench and Latin, nautical and surveying instruments. Descendants of Harrows still reside 
on some of the original tract, purchased in 1794. 

William Moore Roberts and his parents are buried in the Protestant cemetery at Algonac. 
He was a sales manager for screw and machine parts, and organized the Michigan Screw Com- 
pany, of Lansing, Mich. ir. Roberts graduated from Marine City (Mich-) high school, in 
1893; attended Michigan State Normal College, 1895-1896, where he majored in music. In 
1898, he was a student at Detroit Business University. His hobbies were music, sailing 
and ice-skating. The Roberts family, many of them Quakers, of Welsh descent, trace their 
lineage back through many generations. They were among the founders of Hartford, Conn.

Locke and Unadilla are townships in Ingham and Livingston Counties iiichigan respectively. 
Lenul, second child in the 1765 Record above appears as Lemuel in the Arnold Memorial. 
Henry Arnold, b. 1€38, ordinarily known as "Tip" Arnold, was so called because as a very 
small boy he was exceedingly enthusiastic about the political fortunes of "Tippecanoe and 
Tyler, too." His wife Julia was the daughter of Otto Bignall Chalker and his wife, Lary Ann 
(Lee) of Locke. Mary Ann's mother was born Maria Hawks. lLlaria is buried at Dexter, tich., 
probably beside her husband, according to lirs. Mary Holmes, of Perry, Mich., a daughter of 
iienry and Julia Arnold. 
James A. Arnold, according to lirs. Bertha (Cole)Conklin of Perry, Ohio, a granddaughter, 
married Lydia Lavinia Cole in Locke, larch 1856; died in Conway Twp-, Livingston Co., in 
1925; his wife Lydia was the daughter of Cornelius and Priscilla (Culver) Cole of Locke; 
Lydia died in Lansing, Miich. at the home of her son Otis. lLrs. Conklin lists these children:

Otis, born April lo, 1877, died November 1945, while a resident of Lansing, Mich. He 
married Maude, daughter of William Spinks of Locke. They had one son, Lloyd Arnold, 
who lives in Lansing. 
Uriah Arnold, brother of the James who Married Lydia Lavinia Cole, married August 10, 1851, 
Nancy Cordelia Cole, sister of Lydia Lavinia. Uriah Arnold did not remain in Locke, but re- 
moved to a point further north. 
Sally Ann Arnold, b- January 31, 1823, sister of Uriah and James, married Benjamin Brock. 
they lived in Locke, on a farm adjoining that of James Arnold. Ben brock served in the Civ- 
il War. Not long after the war they moved to western Michigan. 














In Locke there are at least two cemeteries in which some of the above Arnolds are buried; 
Bell Cak and "the Rowley." All Ingham County gravestone records appear in manuscript form 
in the Burton Collection in Detroit and in the state library in Lansing. According to the 
inscriptions in Bell Oak, Amelia Arnold (mother of Henry) was born 1802 and died 1896; 
Ebenezer, her husband, died June 1l, 1864; their son, James A. Arnold b. 1834, died June 28, 
1925; his wife Lydia (Cole) was born December 25, 1838, and died February 28, 1914. Sarah E. 
wife of David Me Arnold, died December 27, 1874. Cornelius Cole 1805-1860. Priscilla his 
wife, 1809-1869.
